Game. Cars from every state in New England, from New 
York, New Jersey, Maryland and Virginia filled the lot 
to overflow capacity. The stands were so full that people 
sat along the edges of the bullpen in left field and craned 
their necks to peer through holes in the green screen that 
hangs from the outfield fence to get a glimpse of the ac- 
tion. The crowd who pushed this usually sleepy little ball- 
park to its limits with an estimated 5,600 spectators knew 
what they were about to witness was special, for this was 
no less than the future stars of the big leagues that they 
had come to see. 

The Cape Cod League is the big leagues when it 
comes to amateur baseball in America. Games are a haven 
for pro scouts and fans alike as each is given the chance 
to see top players in a very small and casual setting. The 
league, comprised of the top college prospects in the 
nation, has long been a proving ground for players who 
wish to show major league scouts that they can make the 
leap from metal bats to wooden and raise their chances 
of being drafted by a big league team. To date at least 198 
players have made the leap from the Cape Cod Baseball 
League to the bigs including former Cy Young Award 
winner Barry Zito, Red Sox Captain Jason Varitek and for- 
mer Red Sox players Nomar Garciaparra and Mo Vaughn.

Parrot 

My parrot only likes the sunflower seeds in her 
seed mix. How can I get her to eat the other 
seeds? 

I equate an all seed diet to an all white bread diet. 
OK in the short run, but severely deficient over 
time. Seeds lack Vitamin A and a number of es- 
sential minerals. 

What should I feed my parrot? 
Feed a pelleted bird food. It looks like dry dog or 
cat food but is smaller and is formulated for birds. 
To this add fresh fruits and vegetables. Offer the 
seeds for 10 minutes in the morning and 10 min- 
utes in the evening and leave the pellets, fruit and 
veggies available for the rest of the day.

Council /Cachalot District. We are in close proximity to the Cape 
and Islands Council and the Anawan Council. Sharing resources 
can only be a win-win situation for the scouts, the adults and the 
infrastructure. The motivation could be enhanced if the out-of- 
council rates could be reduced to the in-council rates for various 
programs. For example, our One Day Adventure cost is $40 per 
participant, our price was $25, and the sponsoring council paid 
the difference. Why not simply lower the costs with transporta- 
tion costs partially absorbed by home groups and the parental 
adults?

He accepted the challenge from the leadership at Camp Green- 
hough to travel to Yarmouthport and go on a day long excursion 
that included biking and kayaking with possible sailing and 
COPE (Challenging Outdoor Personal Experience). 

We, Troop 32 had eight boys at Camp Cachalot this 
week, of the eight, five were part of the staff. One was in 
extreme scouting, two at the waterfront, one at handicraft and 
one serving as a Counselor-in-Training. Three remaining scouts 
were attending merit badge classes and Eagle required offerings 
and were targeted for the program.

ing, hiking, and a multitude of value-added learning activities 
are required.

were off to the Cape for our One-Day Adventure. 

Upon arriving at Camp Greenhough we were warmly 
welcomed by David Goldrick (Camp Director), Carl Anderson

Nitrogen is a natural and essential part of all 
marine ecosystems. But too much nitrogen can cause an 
overgrowth of algae leading to low oxygen conditions 
and water quality decline known as eutrophication. The 
nitrogen pollution currently degrading local harbors and 
coves is not unique to Buzzards Bay. A recent survey by 
the United Nations Environment Program found that the 
number of nitrogen-causing "dead zones'' in oceans and 
bays around the world has doubled since 1990 to 146. 
Dr. Howes and Mr. Rasmussen's lecture will explore the 
histories, commonalities, and lessons-to-be-learned from 
other bays they have studied around the world. 

Dr. Howes is Professor at the School for Marine 
Science and Technology and Director of the Coastal 
Systems Program at the University of Massachusetts 
Dartmouth. He was one of the originators of the Buzzards 
Bay Monitoring Program while an Associate Scientist 
at the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution. Howes' 
Coastal Systems Program conducts the nutrient analyses 
for the Coalition's Baywatchers water quality monitoring 
programs and other monitoring programs throughout 
Massachusetts. Dr. Howes has been conducting ecologi- 
cal research on Buzzards Bay ecosystems for more than 
30 years and has written numerous scientific publications 
and technical reports on nutrient cycling in coastal sys- 
tems and nitrogen transport and inputs to coastal waters. 
He received his BA from Rutgers University and his MA 
and PhD from the Boston University Marine Program.

In recognition of Mattapoisett's weeklong celebration 
of the town's 150th birthday, two unique booklets have 
been created in an effort to both document the town's rich, 
historic past, while also looking forward to the promise of 
its bright future. The two projects can be viewed as literal 
bookends which effectively bridge the gap between past and 
future while celebrating Mattapoisett's legacy in the here 
and now. 

As if Mattapoisett Historical Society President Seth 
Mendell didn't already have enough on his plate with work- 
ing on the 150th Celebration Committee, planning historic 
tours for this week's elaborate gala, and retooling his father's 
eloquent writings for both the pages of The Wanderer and as 
part of a future book project, he has also pulled together a 
handsome magazine-sized souvenir booklet to commemorate 
the town's 150th Anniversary Year. 

Mattapoisett Sesquicentennial Celebration Historical 
Summary and Souvenir Booklet is a striking 40-page col- 
lectible which is a must-have for those wanting to impress 
people when the town's inevitable 200th anniversary cel- 
ebration rolls around. The booklet contains a retelling of 
the town's fascinating history culled from the writings of 
Seth's father, Charles Mendell Jr., along with some telling 
and interesting comparisons between 1857 and 2007. (One 
example: the former's total town officers' salaries was 

$282.17, while the cur- 
rent is $130,196.) The 
full-color booklet also 
contains some terrific 
historic photographs and 
images (many taken from 
the previous Picture Post 
Card Memoirs which the 
Mattapoisett Histori- 
cal Society published in 
2003) and even includes 
some updated informa- 
tion on more contem- 
porary town landmarks 
such as The Bay Club, 
August 2, 2007 
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the latest school addi- 
tions and expansions, and 
the soon-to-be-completed 
Mattapoisett Free Public 
Library renovation proj- 
ect. Indeed, such mile- 
stones and improvements 
will be considered major _ 
accomplishments to future 
generations. 

Speaking of future 
generations, students in 
Judy Proctor's Grade 3 
class at Center School re- 
cently embarked on their 

own unique project to commemorate the town's 150th an- 
niversary by producing a self-published bound collection 
titled My Town Is Important! 

The similarly- sized booklet collects some 24 individual 
essays written by students who express what's important 
about Mattapoisett to them personally. Flipping through the 
pages which the students illustrated themselves, it soon be- 
comes apparent that while more traditional town landmarks 
like Old Hammondtown School, the Ned's Point Lighthouse, 
or the Gazebo at Shipyard Park are given their due, the third 
graders also place a great deal of importance on eateries like 
the Cathay Temple and the Mattapoisett Chowder House. 

"The important thing about my town is Nick's Pizza," 
wrote student Justin Lombard. "Nick's Pizza is known 
for having great pizza. Many say the pizza is the best 
around." 

And during the forthcoming week packed with picnics 
and parties, there's something to be said for a town that of- 
fers culinary delights as varied as its historic past.

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The Simpsons Movie. With the voices of Dan Castellaneta, Julie

As I write this, two days after its release, The Simpsons Movie 
has grossed over $72 milUon and made it to #43 on the Internet Movie 
Database's Top 250 Ust as determined by voters. That answers the ques- 
tion of whether Matt Groening's acerbic creation is still relevant and 
popular. Another question is whether it's still funny, and it's been said 
in muted grumbles (and sometimes not so muted) that The Simpsons is 
at least seven years past its sell-by date. I can't verify this personally; 
after the first couple of years, I wandered away from the show, though I 
can attest that two of the best episodes emerged in 1997 ("In Marge We 
Trust," featuring Mr. Sparkle) and 1998 ("Homer's Phobia," the John 
Waters episode). 

In any event, after seventeen years, the dysfunctional Simpsons 
family — clueless Homer (Dan Castellaneta), long-suffering Marge (Julie 
Kavner), bratty Bart (Nancy Cartwright), intellectual Lisa (Yeardley 
Smith), and pacifier-addicted Maggie, along with several billion sup- 
porting characters — crashes into the multiplex. It says something that 
the mere mention of the names brings each character into abrupt, sharp 
focus, with all their flaws and merits intact; Groening and producer 
James L. Brooks put down a rock-solid foundation upon which to build 
the longest-lasting sitcom of all time, scores of merchandise, several 
albums and comic books, and now the major motion picture. Is it funny? 
I enjoyed it without actually laughing all that much. Certainly nothing 
in the film is as crazily inspired as Mr. Sparkle; I can remember "I am 
disrespectful to dirt" after a decade, whereas I'd be hard put to quote 
much from the movie mere hours after getting home. 

The Simpsons Movie begins as an extended Lisa episode — she un- 
dertakes a one-girl effort to save Lake Springfield from pollution — and 
Lisa episodes are notoriously well-meaning and unpopular among many 
fans. Then the movie flips into a Homer episode, as the befuddled patri- 
arch adopts a pig, whose voluminous leavings contaminate the lake and 
get the entire town isolated under a dome (under the evil eye of an EPA 
chief voiced deftly by longtime Simpsons utility player Albert Brooks). 
The writers (eleven are credited) take shots at global-warning deniers

as well as tweaking An Inconvenient Truth, and there's some sobering 
stuff about mob mentality, but mostly the film ends up being character- 
driven — and nicely character-driven at that, though nothing much that 
die-hards haven't seen before. Ultimately it's a Marge episode, which is 
all to the good. 

And what of Bart, prince of a thousand t-shirts? Perhaps if the movie 
had been rushed into production in the early years of The Simpsons' wild 
crossover popularity. Fox might' ve pressured Groening et al to crank 
out The Bart Movie. Here, Bart has the movie's heavyweight sight gag 
— naked skateboarding, with a long run of precisely timed obstacles 
obscuring his genitalia from the camera — but he's just another team 
player, with a Plot B storyline that has him looking to sappy neighbor 
Ned Flanders as a father figure when Homer disappoints him one time too 
many. It's not a particularly /wnnj narrative thread, except for a flashback 
to Homer taking Bart fishing, but it does add heart to the proceedings. 
It's here that we sense that, as Lisa is a miniature conscientous Marge, 
Bart may realize he's a dimwitted chip off the old block, and does he 
really want to grow up to be Homer? 

It's worth noting that the first major film based on a TV show was 
Star Trek: The Motion Picture, and Trekkies only had to wait ten years 
for their big-screen fulfillment, yet the enormous, impassioned expecta- 
tions they brought to that first film would' ve torpedoed an Orson Welles 
film from an original script by Shakespeare. It's possible that the less 
you wanted or cared about a Simpsons movie, the more you'll enjoy 
The Simpsons Movie: it's not bigger than the show, it's 400 episodes in 
microcosm, reminding on-again-off-again fans what made the thing a 
phenomenon and an institution in the first place. It works nicely as both 
an introduction and a celebration. As for the one- word question voiced 
by one of the Simpsons during the end credits: Yes, please.
